Dear  Dr.  Burleigh: 

It  was  very  good  of  you  to  send  me  a  copy  of  your  letter  to 
all  UEL  Association  branches,  and  of  your  letter  to  our  President, 
Dominion  Council.  I  appreciate  very  much  this  opportunity  to  know 
your  thinking  on  the  subject  to  qualification  for  membership  in  the 
UEL  Association. 

Before  commenting  on  these  memoranda,  I  would  like  to  sa£ 
that  I  have  intended  to  call  on  you  in  Bath  on  several  occasions 
over  the  past  several  years,  but  I  have  procrastinated  for  a  variety 
of  reasons.  As  you  may  know,  I  grew  up  in  Wooler,  near  Trenton,  and 
still  go  down  to  that  part  of  the  country  quite  frequently.  I  enjoy 
returning  to  Ottawa  via  Glenora  and,  if  time  permits,  I  often  dawdle 
in  and  around  Adolphustown  or  visit  Ruttan  Point  which,  I  presume, 
was  named  for  my  UEL  ancestor,  Capt.  Peter  Ruttan,  and  bis  brother, 
William . 

Nevertheless  I  would  welcome  an  opportunity  to  chat  with  you 
about  Loyalist  matters,  and  I  will  call  one  day;  and  return  on  a 
subsequent  occasion  if  my  visit  is  inconvenient  or  inopportune. 

With  respect  to  the  issue  of  UEL  Association  membership,  I 
must  confess  I  have  a  pretty  open  mind  so  far.  As  you  will  see  from 
the  attached,  I  have  sent  off  an  editorial  to  the  Gazette  on  the 
subject,  but  it  had  little  more  purpose  than  trying  to  reduce  the 
issue  to  simple  terms  and  alternatives  for  the  Gazette  readers.  I 
hope,  in  my  ignorance  of  some  of  the  background  and  philosophies, 
that  I  have  not  achieved  the  opposite  effect. 

I  am,  of  course,  very  much  an  anglophile ,  living  and  v/orking 
in  an  area  and  environment  where  this  is  becoming  increasingly  a 
disadvantage,  by  decree  and  otherwise.  Perhaps  that  is  why  so  many 
of  my  editorials  have  been  aimed  at  stimulating  the  Association  to 
be  a  spokesman,  if  not  a  leader,  for  those  Canadians  who  still 
admire  the  Queen,  who  want  to  retain  the  monarchial  form  of  govern- 
ment and  who  value  the  British  ties  and  heritage.  After  all,  mature 
people  do  not  sever  family  ties,  history  and  symbols  when  they 
reach  adulthood  and  financial  independence;  and  I  resent  the  moves 
being  made  in  so  many  quarters  nowadays  to  do  just  that  on  a  nat- 
ional basis. 
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I  am  also  firm  in  my  stand  against  any  consideration  of 
any  form  of  political  union  or  even  attachment  with  the  United  States, 
The  time  is  not  far  off  when  they  will  need  more  and  more  of  our 
natural  resources,  and  we  should  make  them  available  to  them  only  on 
a  sale-and-purchase  basis,  preferably  in  their  finished  form.  Our 
UEL  ancestors  laid  the  foundation  of  our  present  Ontario  in  a  very 
short  time,  and  we  should  not  do  anything  to  compromise  our  heritage. 

As  far  as  the  French  are  concerned,  on  either  side  of  the 
ocean,  they  have  their  own  ideas,  their  own  society,  their  language, 
their  church  and  their  other  institutions.  I  am  only  too  happy  to 
leave  them  to  enjoy  or  flounder  in  them;  and  I  wish  they  would  grant 
me  the  same  privilege. 

But  notwithstanding  my  editorial  efforts,  I  am  rapidly 
coming  to  the  opinion  that  the  Association  is,  and  will  remain,  a 
genealogical  society  almost  exclusively.  John  Chard  tells  me  that 
there  are  many  members  who  support  my  views,  but  I  fear  that  there 
is  more  flattery  than  truth  in  those  remarks.  I  have  come  to  that 
conclusion  most  regretfully  because  I  don't  think  that  the  Assoc- 
iation can  survive  without  a  constructive  and  fitting  purpose.  I 
hasten  to  add  that  I  do  not  deprecate  the  value  and  need  for  the 
genealogical  objectives;  I  simply  believe  that  we  need  both  if  we 
are  to  have  a  strong  and  viable  Association. 

If  my  conclusion  is  correct,  then,  I  can't  help  wondering 
if  domicile  and  allegiance  are  important  membership  qualifications. 
It  is  my  understanding  that  certain  other  similar  organizations  - 
e.g.  the  Mayflower  Society  -  don't  worry  about  them;  and  if  our 
primary  purpose  is  to  trace  our  family  lineages  and  perhaps  to 
gather  some  family  history  in  the  process,  perhaps  our  Loyalist 
relatives  in  the  United  States  and  elsewhere  could  be  helpful  and 
interesting  members. 

There  is  no  justification,  of  course,  for  full  membership 
to  be  granted  to  any  individual  who  cannot  satisfactorily  trace  his 
ancestry  to  an  original  Loyalist  who  came  to  what  is  now  Canada 
within  the  perscribed  period  and  under  the  defined  conditions.  That 
would  rule  out  anyone  whose  ancestor  went  elsewhere  as  a  result  of 
the  revolutionary  war. 

I  hope  I  haven't  bored  you  unduly  with  these  thoughts  and 
that  we  will  have  an  opportunity  soon  to  discuss  them  in  person.
